The 
gates frequently were to be seen dec- 
orated with heads of traitors, exposed 
cr spikes. In the center was a chapel, 
dedicated to St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury. Peter Colechurch, who began 
construction of the bridge, was buried 
there.
